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Response to Arguments 



1 . The applicant argues that if bonding is carried out in between the plurality of 
catalyst layers with the solution of proton-conducting solid polymer of Mizuno, it 
becomes difficult to achieve the structure in which the water content decreases from the 
innermost catalyst layer toward the outermost catalyst layer. The examiner notes that in 
the present invention, the adhesive layer does not need to cover the entire surface of 
the electrode layers. Therefore, it would not be a technological disincentive to bond 
between the catalyst layers since decreasing water content from the innermost catalyst 
layer toward the outermost catalyst layer can still be achieved. 

The applicant argues that the empty rectangles represent flow paths for the 
gaseous fuel and oxidizing gas as shown in Figure 2 of Mizuno. The examiner 
disagrees because the Mizuno reference does not explicitly state that the empty 
rectangles are flow paths for gaseous fuel and oxidizing gas. In fact, the flow paths for 
gaseous fuel and oxidizing gas are shown in Figure 1 of Mizuno as elements "24P" & 



The addition of the limitation "at least two electrode layers each containing a 
• catalyst" changes the scope of the claims 1 and 10. Therefore, the amendment raises 
new issues that would require further search and consideration.
